(a) Chemically pure and strong 
nitric acid will dissolve the lead and 
hot attack the metal of the gunbarrel 
unless the acid becomes diluted with a 
little water. To remove the acid, pour 
all of the acid out and wipe the gun 
dry with a rag soaked in olive oil or 
cottonseed oll, Do not get the acid on 
the hands or clothes, If, by chance, 
it does get on the hands or clothes, 
wash if off immediately with water 
and then with weak alkali, (b) If the 
rust is bad the barrel cannot be made 
shiny and glossy where the rust was. 
If the rust is slight a little tripoli in 
oll rubbed persistently over the spot
